The two also agreed that a 
law making the murder of a 
President a Federal crime 
likely would serve as a deter- 
rent to future assassinations 
of presidents. 

Boggs a n d Ford gave their 
views in a television program 
taped for a New Orleans sta- 
tion. 

Both men also expressed the 
view that if the FBI and the 
Secret Service had bad Juris 
diction in the investigation o 
the shooting of President Kei 
nedy, then the killing of Hai 
vey Lee Oswald would no 
have occurred. The two agen 
cies, they said, would have 
provided more safeguards foi 
Oswald, the accused assassin
